week authorized the purchase of 
several new pieces of equipment 
for use in the Everglades. 

Request for the equipment—new 
trucks and cars—was made by 
Commissioner Paul Rardin who 
was forced to engage in a heated 
debate with other members of the 
board before winning his point. 

Rardin asked for three new 
trucks and three new passenger 
cars, to be purchased out of funds 
which had been allocated for new 
the county’s current 
An equal amount of trucks 
will be traded in on the 
purchase, Rardin said. 

His request brought silence from 
the rest of the board, a silence 
that was finally broken by Rardin 
who asked “do you mean that we 


aren't going to get any new trucks | 


in the Everglades?" 

Commissioner Kenneth Foster 
said he believed the request should 
receive further study to which 
Rardin replied “I have been talk- 
ing. about. new trucks for . six 
months. 

“I don’t want a pile of junk out 
there, L want something that wil, 
Fun.” 

The board voted that the Ever- 


glades district should have the

new equipment. 

Commissioner Rardin also joined 
other members on the board in 
taking initial steps to carry out a 
recent grand jury recommendation 
—providing additional office space 
for county officials. 

The board this wéek instructed 
County Attorney Harry Johnston 
to initiate condemnation proceed- 
ings ‘for a parcel of land in the 
court house block which is 
used as a site for a restaurant and 
a private home. The land will be 
purchased by the county for use 
as a site for a new office building 
if present plans under considera- 
tion by the board are carried out.

Three persons were killed and 12 
injured in the 54 traffic accidents 
occuring in Palm Beach County 
through the month of December, 
according to monthly report of the 
State Department of Public Safety 
released by Cpl. E. D. Dugger at

In addition -to investigating 
these accidents FHP officers made 
88 arrests for law violations in 
Palm Beach County during De- 
cember, issued 147 written warn- 
ings of improper driving and 340 
warnings of faulty equipment, re- 
covered two stolen vehicles, ap- 
prehended one wanted person, as- 
sisted 112 motorists, gave 18 
safety education talks. and exam- 
ined 930 applicants for drivers li- 
censes of'which 439 passed the ex- 
amination, 295 failed and 196 did 
not complete their papers.
